The blind force of nature bids 
us increase and multiply and re- 
plenish the earth. 
This bidding 


uumes in the form of physical and 
psychic urge, with accomplishment 
of pleasure and little reckoning of 
cost. There are seasonal tides of 
accentuation when its force seems 
well night Irresistible. 


Before we read nature out of 
court as not only blind and cruel 
but exorbitant in her demands, let 
us consider for a moment what it 
is that she la trying to safeguard 
from the loss that our Indifference 
would 
entail. 


Through untold millions of years 
nature has attended the spark of 
life from its first faint beginnings 
in a microscopic bit of protoplasm 
to its present high development in 
plant and animal life. 
Surely it 
is well that the incalculable gain 
made by the long process of evolu- 
tion be not jeopardized by the 
mere caprice 
of the 
Individual. 


Who are we that we should decide 
to snuff out the lite that has 
shone undimmed through the ages 
and that is for the moment en- 
trusted to our hands? 


So nature does well to be urg- 
ent, and unless we carry on we are 
playing unfairly as stewards of 
this important trust. 
But here is our problem in in- 


dividual stewardship: Can we give 
a fair inheritance to our offspring? 
The question Is not now of money 
or of ease but of actual physical 
endowment. 
Suppose the torch o£ 


physical life as it was passed on 
to you shows a dimming duo to 
epilepsy, 
bad 
mental taint, 
the 
moral instability known as drunk- 
enness and drug addiction; the 
wrong-side-to 
effect of a perver- 
sion in the reproductive roalm it- 
self. 
Should that weird light be 
kept aglow in another unfairly 
equipped human heing? 
Rather 


should it not be allowed to flicker 
out with your own passing? There 
Is but one answer: every child has 
the right to he well horn! 
Self immolation is the price of 


eugenics, and few of us unaided 
can ascend the altar of personal 
sacrifice, either to deny ourselves 
the deceptive ease of a. childless 
life when we are qualified to car- 
ry on, or to make the infinitely 


greater sacrifice Involved In giv- 
ing up the chance to live again in 
the likeness of a little child. 


Fallacious* reasoning of all sorts 
is resorted to by the weak ones. 
They are in two classes; those 
who are too selfish to have chil- 
dren—perhaps It Is well that their 
breed should die out—and those 
who selfishly have children with- 
out counting the cost of their 
progeny. The one class pleads the 
danger of over population, without 
really caring one whit about that 
matter. The other, careless of con- 
sequences to posterity, pleads the 
right of the individual to follow 
the promptings of nature. 
Nature, through her ruthless law 


of the survival of the fittest, has 
tended to weed out the unfit. But 
civilization Is thwarting 
nature's 


methods by making the unfit the 
wards of the state and permitting 
them untrammeled freedom in re- 
producing their kind, and practical 
subsidy 
in 
rearing 
their 
unfit 


progeny. Before wo go on thus in- 
terfering with nature, it Is well 
for us to see what our interfer- 
ence leads to. The sterilization of 
the unfit is surely a reasonable 
corollary. 
Let me close with a word of as- 
surance to over conscientious souls: 
Nature can use you as a quite sat- 
isfactory medium for transmitting 
life, if only you are free from 
those gross imperfections of body 
or mind that would make life a 
burden to your children.
